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MILWAUKEE BOOKMOBILE SERVES 
RURAL AREAS 


A Part of the State Plan for Rural Library Extension 








A 9-year-old boy said he read three library books a week; a 
9-year-old girl wrote a note to a librarian thanking her "for help- 
ing me find all the good books I need," 


These children were among the first "customers" of the Milwaukee 
Public Library's new county bookmobile, which went into operation on 
April 1, 1959, The bookmobile is provided through a contract between 
the city of Milwaukee, represented by the Board of Trustees of the 
Milwaukee Public Library, and the Wisconsin Free library Commission, 
to improve "library services in the villages and cities of Milwaukee 
County under 10,000 population by the extension of additional services 
from the Milwaukee Public Library System," 


The contract called for the purchase of a bookmobile to be (1) 
operated "at the same level and quality of service as is given to 
residents of the City of Milwaukee by city-operated bookmobiles, " 

(2) manned by employees of the city of Milwaukee, and (3) provisioned

with supplementary books from the library's 
collection in order to maintain the city's 
standard of performance, 


Communities receiving this bookmobile 
service during a six-month demonstration 
period, at no cost to themselves, are Bayside, 
Brown Deer, Fox Point, Franklin, Glendale, 
Greenfield, Hales Corners, Oak Creek, River 
Hills, and St, Francis, Residents of each 
of these municipalities have had access to 
the Milwaukee Public Library system under 
terms of a county contract since 1915, but, 
until the bookmobile was put into operation, 
there have been no local service points out- 
side the downtown library and branches within 
the city of Milwaukee, 


The demonstration period, during which 
time all costs are borne by the city of 
Milwaukee with local funds, and a grant made 
by the Free Library Commission with federal 
funds, ends on October 1, After that date, 
cost of operation, and replacement cost for 
the bookmobile, will be shared by those 
municipalities that agree to contimiing 
operation; each municipality will pay in 
proportion to circulation figures for that

The Free Library Commission's grant to Milwaukee represents 
that part of the State Plan for extension of public library service 
to rural areas by "developing contractual library services from urban 
libraries in situations where the most economical and efficient 
development of rural service may be brought about by drawing upon 
the existing strength of large urban libraries, The sum of $37 , 800 
made available to Milwaukee includes the cost of the bookmobile, the 
cost of a basic book collection, and maintenance, repair, and a por- 
tion for replacement during the demonstration period,

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The bookmobile itself holds about ),500 volumes, which were 
chosen from experience gained from the bookmobiles in operation 
in the city, Requests for books on the bookmobile are similar to 
those at neighborhood libraries in the Milwaukee Public Library 
system, Like Milwaukee's two bookmobiles giving service to 
neighborhoods within the city, this vehicle is serviced from the 
Central Library, and books from the Central Library are used to 
fill special requests made by patrons, 


At the beginning of the demonstration period, a publicity 
campaign to inform residents of the participating municipalities 
of the schedule of stops in their communities was inaugurated, 
Advance stories appeared in daily and weekly area newspapers, 
Weekly listings of stops to be made during the six-month period 
were distributed on the bookmobile, and door-to-door or in places 
of business, 


In a special cere- 
mony, the bookmobile 
was named "Johnny 
Appleseed," and apples 
were distributed along 
with books to patrons 
on the first day of 
service, 


The bookmobile, 
"Johnny Appleseed," 
visits local areas 
in the 10 communities 
served on a biweekly 
basis, After the 
first couple of 
weeks, the schedule 
of stops, and circu- 
lation figures for 
each stop, were 
studied, and some 
necessary changes 
were made, The 
basic book collec- 
tion was again

Total circulation of books during the first five months of 
operation was in excess of 16,000 books, 


The bookmobile is staffed by two librarians, a driver~clerk, 
and two clerks, who are readily conscious about public enthusiasm 
toward the bookmobile, The bookmobile librarian, Josephine Danca, 
worked on the city bookmobiles before the "Johnny Appleseed" was 
put into operation, Barbara Buffett, her assistant, had worked in 
the Milwaukee system before attending Library School at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in 1958-59; she was a recipient of one of the 
Commission's LSA scholarships,

BOOKMOBILES: Russia Now; Where Next? 


A new bookmobile loaded with three thousand books was a part 
of the American exhibit in Moscow from July 25 to September 3, 
Sponsored by ALA, the bookmobile, similar to those used in Wisconsin 
libraries, was loaned to the exhibit by Delmar, New York, a suburb 
of Albany, to show how books are made available to people in rural 
areas, 


Not long after the exhibit had opened, so many books had been 
"borrowed" by visitors to the exhibit that the bookmobile had to be 
closed, According to a news dispatch, it was feared the impression 
would be created that the sparse stock remaining was representative 
of American library output, Directors of the Combined Book Exhibit 
and representatives of American publishers rounded up 2,800 more 
books in August and sent them to Moscow to reopen the bookmobile,

Section 2.9, The State fiscal year is from July 1 to June 30, 
The fiscal year for cities and villages is prescribed by statute as 
the calendar year, Quite generally, most other local units of 
govermment also observe the calendar year for fiscal purposes, al- 
though some variations may exist at the township and school district 
level, 


Section 2,1), The State of Wisconsin does not audit any local 
unit of government except when requested to do so by the governing 
body of such unit, However, many local units of government do make 
use of the municipal audit service available through office of the 
State auditor, 


Various departments are empowered to obtain certain information 
and reports from local units of government, and in the case of State- 
administered programs may prescribe rules and regulations necessary

relating to the further extension of quality library service to 
rural areas:

2. Developing federations of libraries 

3. Establishing county or milticounty libraries 

lh. Demonstrating improved quality of service on a county-wide 
basis 

5. Developing contractual library service from urban libraries 

6, Establishing a scholarship program 

7. Surveying and studying library conditions

potential library system, 





Method of Administering the Project: The total 
project is under the supervision of a Public Library 
Consultant, while a Supervising Librarian and a 
Clerk carry on the work in the Center, The con- 
sultant, through visits, establishes need and directs 
any work done by the Supervising Librarian in the 
libraries of members,

public libraries in the area the opportunity of 
participating in cooperative library service, (3)

service as a part of good library service to rural 
people in the area, 





C, Method of Administering the Project: Because of 
concern about the need for the development of their 
economic potential to combat a decrease in population, 
Ashland, Bayfield, Iron, and Price Counties have 
identified themselves as a four-county area, . This 
is evidenced in the Four-County Economic Base Study 
and their cooperative efforts through the Four-County 
Economic Study Group -to implement the recommendations 
as set forth in the study, The cultural facilities 
of the area were also surveyed in the study since 
they are recognized as an important factor in the 
economic development of the area, The Wisconsin Free 
Library Commission was asked to do the section on 
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public libraries, Five of the twenty-three recom- 
mendations of the study have direct implications 

of the need for improved library service in the area, 
For this reason, the Four-County Study Group sponsored 
a bookmobile exhibit in the area in October, 1958, 

to promote the appointment of county library committees 
under 3,255 of the Wisconsin statutes, Each of the 
four counties has appointed such a committee, 


Since the bookmobile project will be preceding any 
legal organization of multicounty library service and 
will be operated under the joint sponsorship of the 
four county library committees through their co-or- 
dinating committee, it can be accomplished only through 
federal funds for rural library development granted 

to the Wisconsin Free Library Commission, The four 
counties are entirely rural under the Library Services 
Act, with the exception of the city of Ashland (10,60), 


The bookmobile project will be supervised by the 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission, which will furnish 
the project personnel, bookmobile, books, supplies, and 
necessary equipment, The four county library committees 
will appoint a co-ordinating committee from their men- 
bers to act as a liaison group between them, the people 
in the area, the Wisconsin Free Library Commission, 
and the project director, This co-ordinating committee 
will aim to promote good local cooperation and act as 
an advisory group to assist in carrying out the aims 

of the project, 


It is anticipated that this project will begin about 
September, 1959,

General Aims of the Project: (1) To enrich the 
materials collections of the established libraries 
in the area and to provide public library service to 
unserved rural areas, (2) To demonstrate the exten- 
sion component of a potential multicounty public Li- 
brary system on a community basis, (3) To carry out 
an educational program for the development of good 
library service for everyone in the six-county area, 
(4) To help create a demand for permanent bookmobile 
service as a part of good library service to rural 
people in the area, 





Method of Administering the Project: The six-county 
area (Langlade, Lincoln, Oneida, Vilas, Florence, 
and Forest) is a relatively cohesive one, based on 
social, cultural, and economic factors, Although 
there are certain exceptions, the area is losing 
population and is experiencing serious economic ad- 
justments, No single county has sufficient popula- 
tion or tax base to support a library system as 
described in Public Library Service, The entire 
area is rural under the Library Services Act defini- 
tion, 
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For many years, interest in larger library units 

has been expressed in parts of this area, Two coun- 
ties, Langlade and Lincoln, currently appropriate 
funds to municipal libraries in their counties to 
make service available to all county residents, The 
librarians and boards of the three larger libraries 
(Antigo, Merrill, Rhinelander) » aS well as representa- 
tives of the twelve smaller libraries in the area, 
have expressed enthusiasm for and accord with the ob- 
jectives and method of operation of the project, The 
library boards of Antigo, Rhinelander, and Merrill 
have approved contractual participation in the project 
by signing the attached form of agreement, 


This project would depend, for its primary initial 
support, on the leadership of local librarians and li- 
brary boards, 


(1) County project committees in each county, and (2) 
a liaison committee representing the six counties, 
said committees to be responsible for planning and 
carrying out the educational program, receiving and 
transmitting progress reports and other information, 
would be organized by local people aided by the State 


agency, 


The project operation would be supervised by the 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission, which would furnish 
the project personnel, bookmobile, books, supplies, 
and necessary equipment, Since the project would be 
sponsored by the established libraries in the area 
which do not have authority or responsibility to ex- 
tend services, it can be accomplished only by use of 
Federal funds for rural library development granted to 
the Wisconsin Free Library Commission, 


The project would provide useful services to three 
different types of communities: 


1, For the three larger commnity libraries, the 
project would furnish materials collections 
(3,000-5,000 volumes) to augment and enrich the 
local holdings, The libraries would serve as co- 
equal reference centers for the area, and the 
loaned materials would serve as replacement stock 
for the bookmobile collection, 


2. For the smaller commnity libraries, the project 
would furnish loans of materials as needed and 
the regular help of a professional field worker 
(the bookmobile librarian), 
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3, For the communities without libraries, a book- 
mobile would provide direct loan service, such 
communities (bookmobile stops) to be determined 
by conference between the county project commit- 
tees and the Wisconsin Free Library Commission, 


All libraries would have available the various services 
of the project librarian and the bookmobile advisory 
aid, exchange of materials, etc, The project would 
provide phonograph records and educational films for 
the people of the area, The people in all localities 
would experience bookmobile library service to the 
whole community--to family units, to individuals, to 
organizations--rather than a customary Wisconsin pat- 
tern of service to only one segment of the commnity-- 
€.g., the children in schools, 


The project's total service and organization would 
emphasize the necessity and desirability of mlticounty 
library service, It is anticipated that the project 
will begin in August, 1959,

A, Authority Under the State Plan: Reference is made 
to Section 3,2(2) of the State Plan which provides 
for integrating public libraries in working toward 
the establishment of a library system, 











B. 
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General Aim of the Project: (1) To aid the county 
library committee in its study of the type of legal 
library organization best suited to the area and the 
pattern of library service to be developed for the 
county and the area, (2) To improve the quality of 
library service in the existing public libraries by 
making available additional quality and currently 
useful books in sufficient quantity and by guiding and 
stimulating the best use of the entire book stock in 
the county, (3) To help the libraries and library 
boards to begin a cooperative enterprise as a step in 
moving toward adequacy the library service in the en- 
tire area and to channel the cooperative activities 
that have already been undertaken by the librarians 
of the county, () To stimlate a desire for quality 
library service in parts of the county not now aware 
of the values of such service, 





Method of Administe the Project: This two-year 
project has grown out of a study made by the Barron 
County Library Committee, This committee has recog- 
nized the necessity for working toward a multicounty 
library development in the area by the "piecemeal ap- 
proach," Rice Lake, with a population of 6,898, has 
a fairly well developed library administered by a 
professionally trained librarian, Librarians in the 
three smaller libraries of the county are alert and 
interested in improving the service in their commni- 
ties, 





It is proposed that the State agency enter into a con- 
tractual agreement with the Library Board, Rice Lake 
Public Library, naming that library the headquarters 

and its librarian the local administrator of the 
project, (A copy of the contract is attached,) The 
Rice Lake Library Board will, in turn, sign agreements 
with the participating units in the county, and possibly 
units in adjoining counties, 


After these contracts are signed, the books to be pur- 
chased for the developmental collection will be 
selected by the librarians participating in the project, 
in cooperation with the Commission's supervising 

Public Library Consultant, Each librarian of the par- 
ticipating libraries will select from the developmental 
collection the books to be placed on loan in the com 
munity library, Periodic meetings of the participating 
librarians will be scheduled to consider books for 
purchase (or loan from the Traveling Library) and to 
discuss and approve policies relating to the program 

of service, 
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The Barron County Library Committee will contime 

to study library services with the objective of 
extending the scope of the project after the two- 
year demonstration period ends, This committee 

will make recommendations, calling for an appropria- 
be to the County Board of Supervisors in November, 
1960,

Library Services Act Appropriation for 1959-60, The total appropria- 
tion under the Library Services Act for this fiscal year is $6,000,000, 
but allotments will be made to the states on the basis of a $7,500,000

House conferees felt that the $6 million appropriation for the current 
year, plus the allotment balances from fiscal 1959 which approximately

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LSA SCHOLARHIPS 


Project V of the State Plan 
in Fiscal ’59 and Fiscal ’ 60 


Under the provisions of Project V of Wisconsin's State Plan 
for extension of rural library services in 1958-59 and 1959-60, 
scholarship grants have been awarded for graduate study in library 
science to individuals who have agreed to work at least two years 
in a Wisconsin library serving rural residents, 


In 1958-59, three scholarships were offered, and two were 
awarded to prospective librarians who have now graduated; in 1959- 
60, four scholarships were offered, and all have been awarded, 


The Library Services Act scholarships have been awarded to 
applicants who meet the following requirements: (1) mst be a 
resident of Wisconsin, (2) mst have a knowledge and interest in 
the Library Services Act, (3) must agree to work for two years in 
a rural Wisconsin library following graduation from a library 
school, (1) must be ified for admission to an accredited graduate 
library school, and (5) must be able to enroll in library school in 
the summer or fall of the year in which the grant is made, Applica- 
tions were received and evaluated by the Wisconsin Library Associa- 
tion Scholarship Committee; awards were made by action of the Free 
Library Commission, The grants were of $1,000 each, from this amount, 
each semester's tuition was paid directly to the library school 
chosen by the recipient, and the balance was paid to the student in 
monthly installments, 


The 1958-59 scholarship recipients were Barbara Buffett, 
Milwaukee, and Mary Claire Pansch, Racine, Miss Buffett is a 1955 
graduate of Oberlin College, and graduated from library school at 
the University of Michigan in June, 19593 she had formerly worked 
at the Milwaukee Public Library, and returned to Milwaukee in July 
to join the staff of the Milwaukee bookmobile, "Johnny Appleseed," 
giving service to rural residents of Milwaukee County. Miss Pansch 
is a 1958 graduate of Dominican College in Racine, Prior to attend- 
ing the University of Wisconsin Library School, she had been a mem- 
ber of the staff of the Racine Public Library; a summer graduate of 
the University, she has not accepted a position at the time of 
publishing this Bulletin, 


1959-60 scholarship wimers are Isabel Kerr, Clifford Lange, 
Judith Ann Lennartson, and Richard A, Matzek, Miss Kerr, of 
Ashland, a former teacher, and editorial assistant at PAIS in New

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The Public Library; A Touchstone 
to 2 Good Community 


A Challenge to Librarians and Library Board Members

[George Russell, Wisconsin born, and 
holding a master's degree from the 
University of Wisconsin, prepared to 
teach agriculture, came on the Com- 
mission staff in September, 1957, as 
a Research Associate, His duties in- 
cluded not only all study programs in 
rural library development, but edi- 
torial work on the Wisconsin Library 
Bulletin, Upon leaving the staff in 
September, 1959, to pursue his educa- 
tion, he said he was tempted to leave 
with us his thoughts on the importance 
of public libraries, as he learned to 
appreciate them, And here it is--a challenging article of 
a "lay" new sag which has something to say to all of 
us,--S, J, K, 








Until a happy set of circumstances brought me to the Free 
Library Commission, the public library as a community institution 
was something quite obscure in my mind, Obscure because,having 
been born and raised on a fam in rural Wisconsin, I was one of 
what we on the Commission staff have referred to as "unserved 
people"--people with no legal access to a public library, Make 
no mistakes: I had been able to read some books as a youngster in 
grade school since we received "traveling library" boxes of books 
from the office of the county superintendent of schools, But this, 
I have learned, is certainly not good library service, and even 
this service ended with my graduation from that rural school, And, 
oddly enough, no one-=not once, to my recollection--ever did mention 
that there was such a thing as a Wisconsin Free Library Commission, 
with good books just waiting to be borrowed, 


Nor can I say that there were no public libraries in my area, 
In the nearest town, there was what was called a public library, 
and,if I'm not mistaken, I could have used it without paying a fee, 
even though I lived outside the city limits, The important point 
here is that I did not make use of this public library on any occa- 
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sion, I would be the first to admit that part of this failure to 
use this facility must be attributed to my own lack of initiative, 
but I am by no means prepared to admit that I alone should bear the 
blame, How many teen-agers would be tempted to enter one of the 
dingiest buildings in town? I had never been encouraged, nor even 
told that I could do so, I can offer no accolades to the teaching 
profession for any special effort in introducing me to the wonderful 
world of books and reading, Perhaps I assume that the teaching 
profession has an obligation which is not properly theirs, but I 
believe not, and in fact I believe that it ought to be one of their 
primary concerns, 


Although this has been my own experience, I would wager that 
it matches that of thousands of others in many communities in 
Wisconsin, The fact is that in many places in Wisconsin people do 
not have libraries, or, if they have them, they are not encouraged 
to use them, or, at most, they have tried +o use them and have come 
away discouraged and enpty-handed because they couldn't find the 
book they wanted, Good library service--adequate library service-- 
is not just any old collection of nondescript books on a few dirty 
shelves; rather, in simplest terms, good library service means 
bringing together the right person and the right book--and at the 
right time, I might add, 


MARKET PLACE FOR IDEAS 


A public library need not be a dingy, forlorn place, with a 
few books tended in a slipshod manner by just anyone that happens to 
need a job for a few hours a week, A good library--I mean the kind 
that every wisconsin citizen has a right to--should be as bright, 
cheerful, inviting, and busy as the nearest supermarket, It should 
be a market place for ideas, 


When we go into the supermarket, shopping for such everyday 
things as groceries, we don't look for just milk; we want Borden's 
homogenized, with Vitamin D added, The farmer isn't satisfied 
with planting just corn; he wants DeKalb 110-day maturity, So it 
is with the discriminating reader of today: he doesn't want just 
any book; he wants a specific book on a specific subject, published 
during a certain year, To be able to place that book in the hands 
of the inquiring reader is approaching good library service, Why 
should one expect the reader to be any less specialized in searching 
for his mental sustenance than he is in fulfilling his physical and 
material needs? 


RULE OF THE INDIVIDUAL 


And for those who argue that the majority don't use the public 
libraries, that it's only a small minority that do use them, I say 
forget about majorities and minorities--they're for election returns; 
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let's talk about individuals and individual needs, History shows 
that the great developments, technological, philosophical, or 
ideological, and the solutions to critical problems, and discoveries 
have always been and will be made by individuals, not majorities, 


It is the individual that counts, and where library service 
is concerned, any individual--no matter who he is or where--ought 
to be able to get the particular book or information he seeks, 


This is not saying that every commnity ought to buy every 
book that has been or is going to be published, This would be 
ridiculous and prohibitively expense, But most public libraries 
in Wisconsin ought to have a great many more and better books than 
they do have, and, more important, if they cannot provide the 
serious reader with the particular book he wants, they should be 
able to connect him with a larger resource center which does have 
the materials he seeks, 


This, of course, calls for co-operation among libraries and 
governmental units--the kind of co-operation that makes the resources 
of all the units available to all the libraries participating in the 
co-operative venture, This is a concept which is sound, both eco- 
nomically and politically, and one which the Free Library Commission 
is working to have publicly accepted, It is, however, one which 
has met with the least favor with those who would benefit the most-- 
the smaller communities and especially the rural areas of Wisconsin, 


WHOSE RESPONSIBILITY? 


And who is to blame for this unhappy state of affairs? Is it 
the librarians, library board members, government officials, or the 
public at large? The answer is not an “either - or" one; perhaps 
the blame should be shared by all, But a curious thing does come 
to my mind after these two years: It often seems that those who 
raise the greatest hullabaloo about preserving our democratic way 
of life are quite often the same ones who are the most resistant 
who do the least--to promote and support the institutions of govern- 
ment which common sense tells us will do the most to preserve the 
way of life they say they cherish, 


Of all the reasons--or perhaps excuses is a better word--that 
one hears from people who resist providing adequate support for good 
libraries, perhaps the most common are that library service is not 
demanded or used by enough people to justify the expenditure and 
that it can't be afforded--taxes are already too high, I have 
answered the first of these charges, at least to my own satisfaction, 
because I believe that the individual's importance mst not be 
neglected, 
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To the people who continually raise the cry that they do not 
have enough tax money, I say, not enough money for what? I don't 
want to take the car out of anyone's garage, the bright picture 
tube out of anyone's comfortable living room, or all the highballs 
or cigarettes out of anyone's hand, Put I do make a plea for strik- 
ing some kind of balance between the material things so commonly but 
perhaps somewhat wrongly associated with the "good life" and those 
things which, in the long pull, will do the most to preserve what we 
so loudly cherish, 


My challenge is to library board members, librarians, and to 
anyone interested in, and aware of, the importance of good public 
library service--but particularly to the librarians and most particu- 
larly to library trustees, You are in a position to do something 
about public libraries, I often think that library board members-~ 
and even many librarians--must not really be aware of the opportunities, 
the really significant contributions they can make to the education 
of mankind, Or if they are aware of this, then a lot of them should 
not be board members or librarians because their performance certainly 
doesn't reflect their understanding, 


FUNCTIONAL FREEDOM TO READ 


Every so often we hear a great to-do about the legal freedom to 
read--about the suppression of a free press, I am concerned that so 
few people ever view with alarm the more practical freedom to read; 
that is the functional freedom to read, to be able to get that which 
has not been suppressed, It seems to me that there is a tyranny of 
nonavailability, of nonaccessibility to man's recorded knowledge that, 
at this point in our history, is equally as vicious as the suppression 
of any of our other precious freedoms, 


To do something about this functional freedom to read seems to 
me the special job, the responsibility, the duty of librarians and 
library board members, If your efforts don't receive the attention 
and publicity that is associated with schools when you make your case 
for better library service in your community, your opportunities and 
responsibilities are no less serious; whether your efforts are applauded 
or criticized, they are important, 


Today, not tomorrow or the next day, is the time to do something 
about your library, for it ought to be planned for the future and not 
impelled by crisis, Everything you do in the name of good public li- 
brary service will make your community a better one, for I believe 
that the good public library is a touchstone to a good community,

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ALA CONFERENCE HIGHLIGHTS 


[Editor's note: The American Library Association's annual 
conference, held in Washington, D,C,, in June, was reported 
fully in the ALA Bulletin for July-August, 1959, and in the 
July issue of Library Journal, where reports of the annual 
meetings of the Special Library Association and the Canadian 
Library Association were also printed, Some comments on the 
conference from the Wisconsin librarians in attendance were 
solicited in a questionnaire distributed by the Commission; 
what follows is a statement of the conference high lights 
in terms of Wisconsin's interest, Eleven librarians con 
tributed to this article, and President Millar of the 
Wisconsin Library Trustees Association comments on the con- 
ference elsewhere in this Bulletin,] 








SPEAKERS AND QUOTATIONS 


Holding the conference in Washington permitted ALA to draw 
upon outstanding members of the Government for participation, 
Secretary Fleming,of the Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, addressed a general session at the conference, which was 
generally conceded to be one of the most significant; he discussed 
the role of the Federal Government in library development, and 
asked that federal, state, and local governments agree on national 
goals for libraries and try to determine for each a fair share of 
the cost, Representative John Fogarty of Mode Island stressed the 
close relationship between libraries and education, Undersecretary 
Bertha Adkins of HEW also appeared on the conference program, 


Ollie A, Randall, vice chairman, National Committee on the 
Aging, told librarians attending the Adult Services Division's 
Institute on Library Service to an Aging Population, "There is 
even greater need for those persons who are still in their middle 
years and for those who are living in their own homes to be brought 
into touch with whatever can be offered to prepare them for the 
eventualities of living--from which the element of crisis can be 
largely removed if there be such preparation thro the resources 
of your services and your understanding use o OMe ee" 








Several outstanding authors appeared as speakers at the con- 
ference, Harriet Arnow spoke before the Institute on Adult Books 
for Young Adults on the importance of books and reading in the lives 
of young adults, Bennett Cerf, author, publisher, television per- 
sonality, addressed the first general session, Catherine Drinker 
Bowen, biographer, was the inaugural banquet speaker, and her talk 
has been suggested as the most inspirational point in the conference, 
Harry and Bonaro Overstreet, speaking on "Two Writers' Reasons for 
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Writing Books," addressed a luncheon meeting of the Friends of 
Libraries Committee, 


Professor Leland B, Jacobs of Teachers College, Columbia 
University, addressed a general session; two remarks from his talk 
were remembered as having particular bearing on the use of libraries 
by young readers: "The responsibility of a child is to be a child, 
and not a little adult," and "If we cannot accept them first as 
children, we can never accept them as readers and library users," 


A quotation from Clarence Day, summing up the general theme 
of the conference, was displayed prominently at the entrance to the 
exhibit hall: "The world of books is the most remarkable creation 
of man, Nothing else that he builds ever lasts, Monuments fall: 
nations perish: civilizations grow old and die out: and after an 
era of darkness new races build others, But in the world of books 
are volumes that have seen this happen again and again, and yet 
live on still young, still as fresh as the day they were written, 
still telling men's hearts of the hearts of men centuries dead," 


TRENDS AND IDEAS 


One librarian commented, "There seemed to be in all of these 
meetings an awareness of standards and providing the best of books 
and services for library patrons,,, I think that the emphasis upon 
books and their contents and use with people was more definite and 
positive than it has been at any other convention I attended,,," 
Another said, "There was something for everyone, but of particular 
interest to Wisconsin librarians were the sessions that included 
news of the Library Services Act, National Library Week, and 
Standards," 


MEETINGS 


General consensus seemed to be that the Congressional luncheon 
sponsored jointly by the Association of State Libraries and the 
Library Administration Division's Government Relations Section was 
one of the real high lights of the conference, One reply to the 
questionnaire distributed by the Commission indicated, "ALA made a 
good impression on the Congressmen; it was well worth having the 
conference in Washington," All members of Congress were invited to 
this luncheon, and a good number accepted the invitation to dine 
with librarians and trustees from their home states, Photographs 
of Wisconsin's two tables, with the seven Congressmen who attended, 
appear with this article,

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five years, used these criteria: permanent value, scarcity of 
material, literary quality, universal appeal, complete harmony 
between text and illustrations, and strong character development, 


Dr, William S, Middleton, chief medical director of the Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery, Veterans' Administration, and former 
dean of the Medical School, University of Wisconsin, appeared as 
speaker on "Books and Physicians" at the luncheon sponsored by the 
Association of Hospital and Institution Libraries, He approached 
his subject from the viewpoint of the physician as a contributor

The committee decided general content and scope of the Institute, 
They also decided that libraries invited should have adequate staff 
te carry on an adult education program beyond the customary service 
to individual library patrons, The invitation was sent to the Presi- 
dents of 35 Library Boards in communities which (a) served more than 
10,000 population, and (b) had anmmal budgets in excess of $30,000, 


Objectives of the Institute were to develop knowledge and under- 
standing of the total library as an educational institution and to 
develop methods of helping staff to understand the concept and to 
motivate them to practice in relation to it, 


Guest consultants for the Institute were Ruth Rutzen, Head of 
Home Reading Services, Detroit, Michigan, Public Library, and Dr, 
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Wilson B, Thiede, Professor of Education, University of Wisconsin, 
and member of the Wisconsin Free library Commission, Other staff 
members were S, Janice Kee, Mrs, Helen H, lyman, Dorothy Naughton, 
Ione A, Nelson of the Commission staff, Kenneth Duchac was Institute 
Co-ordinator, 


Miss Rutzen and Dr, Thiede in an opening colloquium discussed 
concepts and trends in adult education based on significant changes 
and developments which are reshaping American society, The implica- 
tions for all adult education planning and especially for library 
programs were emphasized, This provocative session was the spring- 
board to the work of the group in scrutinizing and analyzing the 
library's role as an educational institution, A case study of a 
hypothetical Wisconsin community was presented at the second session 
and was used for analyzing activities, planning programs, and as a 
basis for the small group discussions and practice for the remainder 
of the Institute, Later in the week, further information about the 
case study community library was presented for similar use, Discus- 
sions in small groups and as a total group covered such topics as 
getting information on organized groups, agencies, and individuals; 
the roles of librarians and trustees--who does what; how to find out 
about the library and the commnity--an introduction to library and 
commnity study; analysis of a specific library adult education 
activity--what steps must be taken and who must be involved, 


A significant portion of the sessions was devoted to the process 
of staff learning, of relating the total library program to the adult 
education objectives of the library, Through demonstrations, various 
opportunities for staff learning were presented and analyzed,

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The Institute was a stimulating and provocative experience 
for staff and participants, As Ruth Rutzen said, the Institute 
provided a "reminder" and set guidelines, 


At least these two themes recurred throughout the Institute: 
that the library adult education is not just library-sponsored pro- 
grams but is closely involved with all aspects of community life, 
organizations, agencies, institutions and their ongoing programs; 
and that libraries' first steps in improving their service to the 
community are most often changes in enphasis rather than adding pro- 
grams or services,

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PERIODICALS FOR THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


From Notes on Talks Given at the 1959 District Meetings

The magazine collection in any public library needs as careful 
selection and attention as any other part of the materials collection, 
Perhaps it needs some special consideration since it is costly, space 
consuming, and parts of it are very ephemeral in nature, An inventory 
of holdings in the periodicals collection in a given library is essen- 
tial, followed by a survey of needs in subject areas, If the holdings 
do not match the needs and the potential use, the third step is obvious-- 
do something about it, If you need the Wall Street Journal because 
your public has become investment conscious, this is the time to buy 
it, even though you may have considered it a luxury item in the past, 
On close scrutiny, there may be publications on your list which are 
no longer earning their keep while other very essential items are 
glaringly missing, 





Consulting recommended standards for the size of the collection 
will result in this information: 


99, 300-400 periodical titles should be currently 
received, with titles duplicated as needed, 
and with approximately 50 per cent retained 
in back files, 


Other current and back files of periodicals 
needed too infrequently to justify receipt 
or retention should be available from the 
state library agency and through published 
union listings of periodicals, (Public 
Library Service, a Guide to Evaluation With 
Minimum Standards, ALA, 1956,) 








Examination of the above standards leads to other questions: 
Why buy periodicals for the library? What objectives have been 
considered in their selection? Where can they be purchased and 
how? What plans will be made for their use in and out of the li- 
brary? Where can periodicals be borrowed to supplement the local 
library holdings? 


Pericdicals serve an important purpose in keeping the library's 
collection up to date with current information in many areas of 
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thought which cannot be found in books; they supplement the book 
collection; they give professional guidance in the selection of 
books and are an excellent source of professional reading, 


One field of interest most adequately covered by periodicals is 
the field of current affairs, The weekly current events magazines, 
Time, Newsweek, U.S, News and World Reports, along with the magazines 

of interpretation, Nation, New Republic, Atlantic, Harpers, The Re- 
porter, and The Progressive are only a few of the most popular that 
serve to breach the gap between the daily newspaper and the book, 
Periodicals in this field are selected for their value as general 
reading and for their reference use, In selecting specific titles, 
these points will be considered: listing in indexes, accuracy, local 
interest, need and demand, price and representative viewpoint of the 
subject, This test will be applied to any periodical title before 
purchase, 











In some subject fields, there are fewer books, and here again 
the periodical is especially useful, Interior decorating, salesman- 
ship, hobbies, science, and technology are examples of subject areas 
where the periodical gives a more popular treatment and sometimes a 
fuller treatment, 


The gift subscriptions that the library receives frequently 
include religious publications, If the religious denomination or 
sect is represented in the community, the publication will probably 
be accepted, but no promise is made to keep a contimous file, 


Even the smallest library will need the Abridged Readers' Guide 
to Periodical literature, It is published monthly, except June, 
July, and August; the indexing for these months is included in the 
September number, About 35 magazines are indexed in this guide, and 
the list may well serve as a selection guide, [Even though the entire 
list may not be purchased, the Guide will be useful when borrowing 
periodicals on interlibrary loan, The Readers' Guide to Periodical 
Literature indexes more than 100 periodicals, and it, too, will be 
useful in the library, even though the holdings of that library do 
not include every periodical it indexes, Both Guides are sold by 
H, W, Wilson on a service basis; rates are quoted on request, 











While the above Guides are the basic tools, one of which is 
essential to service in any library, it is also. important to re- 
member that the "300-00 periodical titles," referred to earlier in 
the recommended standards, are included in the following: Agri- 
cultural Index, Art Index, Biography Index, Education Index, Applied 
Science and Technology index, Business Periodicals Index, Inter- 
national Index, Index to Legal Periodicals, and our own professional 
guide--Library Literature, All of these are published by H, W, 
Wilson Co, and sold on a service basis, 
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If the library budget does not permit the purchase of a large 
list of periodicals, it is imperative that the librarian have a 
knowledge of their existence, content, and source of loan, The 
Traveling Library, Box 1437, Madison, Wisconsin, will make an 
effort to secure the needed magazines for interlibrary loan or to 
get a copy of the specific article, When requesting such informa- 
tion, it is necessary to give the name and complete date of the 
publication; also, if an article is needed, it may be possible to 
furnish a Thermo-Fax copy of the article if the title and author 
are given in the request, 


Subscription agencies have given some very helpful advice 
about ordering periodicals, If their suggestions are followed, 
there will be less cause for grief, 


1, Eight to ten weeks should be allowed publishers to start service 
on subscriptions, 


2. Renewals should reach publishers at least one month before ex- 
piration of old subscription, 


3, It is always best to state the issue with which subscriptions 
are to begin, 


4, In ordering, always mark new subscriptions N and renewals, R, 
When ordering renewals, it is important that the name and ad- 
dress to which the periodical has been sent be identified ac- 
curately, If there is a change in address, that should be 
explained, 


5. The expiration date on address labels is not usually extended 
on renewal subscriptions for monthly periodicals until the 
second month, and on weekly periodicals until four or five weeks 
after renewals have reached the publisher, 


6, If you have placed a renewal order, pay no attention to publishers’ 
notices sent after you are certain the renewal has reached them, 


7. Write subscriber's name in full, plainly and accurately, 


8, If necessary to correspond with publisher, always include account 
number found on mailing label, 


9, Unless otherwise stated, all subscriptions are for a full year,

IN RETROSPECT, With this issue of the Bulletin, the "In and Out" 
column begins its third year, That's right--it was three years ago 
this week that the Commission's "New Secretary" greeted WLB readers 
with a brief statement in which I was writing about how happy I was 
to be back in Wisconsin and about the tremendously challenging oppor- 
tunities that were ours at this period in public library development, 





It was in 1956, you know, that the American Library Association 
adopted a restatement of the public library standards, that the U,S, 
Congress passed the Library Services Act, and that Wisconsin's 
State Plan for library development was formalized, 


In 1957, we found ourselves deeply involved in a continuous 
reading and discussion program, We were formulating principles, 
establishing policies, gathering facts, exploring new ways of im- 
proving libraries and new patterns of developing library systems, 


We were trying then--and we are still trying--to understand the 
community's changing economic and social conditions, the population 
shift and growth, and other factors affecting library development, 
We were all seriously facing our new responsibilities, dictated by 
the 1956 developments on the national and state levels, I remember 
the programs of the district meetings that year in which we studied 
Public Library Service, as well as the numerous public meetings in 
which many of you participated so admirably, Wisconsin librarians 
and library board members were engaged in an adult education program 
all their own in 1957! 





In 1958, the wheels of public library development began to turn! 
The library system concept was no longer just something in print, 
but an idea understood and appreciated by people all across the State, 
As a result of this greatly increased state-wide information program, 
and with a vastly improved Traveling Library book collection and a 
demonstrator bookmobile, a highly capable staff of Pulic library Con- 
sultants traveling in the field, and with the stimlus of a Governor's 
Conference for Library Board Members, special library projects began 
to develop, Milwaukee Public Library set into motion bookmobile 
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service in rural Milwaukee County, This was followed, in 1959, 

by a special improvement program for adults in the Shawano City- 
County Library, a five-county Library Processing Center in the 
southwest, plans for extension of public library service on four- 
county and six-county bases in the northern part of the State, and 
a county-wide book enrichment program in Barron County, Waukesha, 
Chippewa, and Kenosha Counties continue to study and work toward 
quality county-wide library service, 


Doubtless, a number of factors have contributed to these develop- 
ments, Some would head the list with the federal grants, and, of 
course, the incentive value of this money cannot be overlooked, 

Some might suggest that the universally increased concern for pro- 
viding educational opportunities for all has affected public library 
development, There are those who would give credit to the careful, 
long-term planning done in Wisconsin in the postwar years, Others 
would recognize the conscientious efforts and efficient performance 
of the Commission staff, Surely there are others, but not the least 
of the contributing factors, I believe, have been you--you the 
readers of the Wisconsin Library Bulletin, you who have attended meet- 
ings, discussed the State Plan and put forth nore than a passing ef- 
fort to understand it, you who have faced the challenge, and you 
who have acted, You, in your communities, hold the keys to better 
public libraries! 





COMMISSION, Two new staff members, Mrs, Helen H, Lyman, Consultant, 
Adult Services, and David R, Hoffman, Administrative Assistant to 
the Secretary, were introduced to the Commissioners who attended the 
regular August-6 meeting, At this meeting, a document prepared by 
the Secretary and included in the agenda, Program Review and Budget 
Request for 1960-61 (about 30 pages, mimeographed) was discussed 
and approved, 








BUDGET HEARING, The Commission's first of a series of hearings on 

the 1960-61 budget, which will be scheduled, was held on August 2h, 

At this time, emphasis was placed on the statutory requirements re- 
lating to this 6lj-year-old agency, its program objectives, and its 

work units, Special attention was paid to the relationship of the 
Legislative Reference Library to the total Commission program, 

Questions were raised regarding interlibrary loan arrangements and 

all state library functions, e.g,, law, historical, and the University's 
special libraries, This hearing was conducted by officials of the newly 
established Department of Administration; the next hearings will be 
before the Governor, and the Joint Finance Committee of the Legisla- 
ture, 


REPORTS, Wisconsin Public Libraries - Service Record is in the 
press, Perhaps you will have this publication by the time this 
issue of the Bulletin reaches you, The Anmual Report of the Free 
Library Commission will be issued separately this year, and will 
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include a report of the Legislative Reference Library, 


STATE-WIDE SURVEY OF LIBRARY CONDITIONS, The Advisory Committee 
for the state-wide survey on "The Public Library in Wisconsin" 

met in Madison,September 2,to discuss with the directors a tenta- 
tive outline for the study which is being conducted by the Univer- 
sity Extension Division's Bureau of Government, Members of this 
committee, who will provide direction to the survey, are Rachel 
Schenk, Director of the University of Wisconsin Library School; 
Henry i, Ahlgren, Associate Director, Co-operative Extension 
Service; George E, Watson, State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion; C, L, Greiber, Director, State Board of Vocational and Adult 
Education; Forrest Mills, Racine, President, Wisconsin Library As- 
sociation; Richard E, Krug, Librarian, Milwaukee Public Library; 
Clara Penniman, Associate Professor of Political Science, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin; Howard E, Wakefield, Associate Professor of 
Education, University of Wisconsin; and S, Janice Kee, Secretary, 
Free Library Commission, 





The directors of the study are Dr, Leon Carnovsky, Professor 
of Library Science at the Graduate Library School, University of 
Chicago, and Ruth Baumann, Acting Director of the Bureau of Govern- 
ment, George D, Russell (formerly a member of the Commission staff), 
a graduate student at the University, will work on the survey, 


The objectives of the study are to evaluate the quality of 
public library service now available in the State of Wisconsin, 
and to explore various ways in which public library service may be 
organized and financed, At the meeting on September 2, the Advisory 
Committee discussed the general approach to the survey and its scope, 
as well as the type of report to be made, 


A proposed Action Committee will be organized,in the early fall, 
to study library development in Wisconsin, utilizing progress reports 
from the survey, and obtaining such other data as necessary, and to 
make recommendations for legislative or administrative action, based 
on the work of the survey staff, The committee will represent the 
Wisconsin Library Trustees Association, the Wisconsin Library Associa- 
tion, and the Wisconsin Free Library Commission, and be composed of 
librarians, trustees, and consultants working toward library develop- 
ment,

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Progress of Public Education 
in the United States of America

LIBRARIES

progress is taken from a summary report of the U.S, Office 
of Education to the Twenty-Second International Conference 
on Public Education held at Geneva, Switzerland, in July, 
1959, The report is available from the U.S, Government 
Printing Office,] 


The need for people to continue to learn after their formal 
education has ended, the stimulation of other media of communica- 
tion, the rising level of education, and the increasing emphasis 
on self-education have contributed to the further development of 
libraries, 


Public libraries are rapidly expanding, improving, and ex- 
tending their services, In 1956, 130 million people had access 
to public libraries, an increase of about 15 million over 1950, 
The circulation of books in the 7,800 public library systems 
increased by 100 million from 1950 to 1956, The typical public 
library is a busy center of activity with information in all 
fields of knowledge, for all members of the community, in many 
different forms--books, newspapers, magazines, films, sound re- 
cordings, pictures, and microfilm, Bookmobiles are being increas- 
ingly used to reach rural residents and large suburban popula- 
tions; more than 1,000 library bookmobiles are now in operation, 


Increasingly, officials of public libraries are co-operating 
with members of adult education and other local study groups, 


Staff, book stock, and physical facilities for college and 
university libraries are being increased to meet the demands of 
expanding enrollments, There is a growing trend toward permitting 
college students to earn credit for independent study, a practice 
which results in heavy use of library resources, 


There are more school libraries and trained school librarians 
as communities and their school officials come to realize the im- 
portance of good centralized libraries in developing habits of crea- 
tive thinking and skill in reading, A recent survey found that 7 
states and Hawaii require school librarians to have teacher certifi- 
cates, 
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The co-operative federal-state-local program under the Library 
Services Act, now in its third year of operation, continued to im- 
prove and extend public library service in the rural areas of the 
United States, In fiscal year 1950, 50 states and territories, in- 
cluding Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands, 
participated in the program, for which the Federal Government appro- 
priated $6 million, State and local matching funds contributed 
and added $11 million, 


Over 800 rural counties across the nation with rural popula- 
tions totaling more than 1] million children and adults are receiving 
new or improved library services under the program, Some 30 of these 
counties had no public library within their borders prior to the Act, 
Over $7 million has been expended to buy books and other informational 
materials for use in rural areas, and approximately 130 new bookmo- 
biles have been put into operation to make books and other informa- 
tional materials available to mral residents, To increase the short 
supply of experienced and skilled librarians, 17 states conducted 
in-service training programs, and five states provided scholarships 
for professional librarian training, Under the stimulation of the 
Library Services Act, the 50 states and territories participating 
in its benefits have increased their appropriations for library 
service to rural areas by more than 5 per cent, and local commni- 
ties have increased appropriations for public libraries in rural 
areas by 33 per cent, 
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Governor's Conference on Aging, District Judge Robert W, Hansen 
of Milwaukee has been named by Governor Gaylord Nelson as general 
chairman of the Wisconsin Governor's Conference on the Aging next 
year; the Governor has also appointed S, Janice Kee, Secretary of 
the Free Library Commission, as secretary of the conference, The 
Governor's Conference will be a forerunner of the 1961 White House 
Conference on Aging, Members of a planning committee will be named 
later to work with Judge Hansen and Miss Kee,

duplication of material contained in the Handbook of Medical Library
